India Denies 
U.S. Account 
Of Peace Bid 

NEW DELHI, Dec. 8 fAP).- — 
Indian officials accused the 
United States today of a breach 
of diplomacy in making ’-word- 
of-mouth" diargc u that Indian 
use of military force had destroy- 
ed chances for a peaceful settle- 
ment with Pakistan. 

The official rejected as "base- 
less” allegations by high-level UB. 
spokesmen yesterday that India 
sent its army into action against 
Pakistan without warning and 
before UB.-backed peace Initia- 
tives were exhausted. 

Talking to newsmen on the 
condition that he not be iden- 
tified, the Indian official com- 
mented that a resolution on the 
conflict adapted by the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly yesterday was a 
recommendation and not manda- 
tory on UN members. 

The resolution, which India op- 
posed, calls on both sides to with- 
draw troops to their own ter- 
ritories under . an immediate . 
cease-fire. 

• Pwiiaiis ErfnaOs — r~^— 
■ -.The 7 official noted 'tbat,-IraUa 
bad previously turned down sug- 
gestions for a military pullback 
on both sides of the border unless 
it was linked with an acceptable 
settlement with' the Bangla Desh 
secessionists to East Pakistan. 

He said that India was angry 
that UB. spokesmen made allega- 
tions about Indian conduct in. 
pre-war peace discussions to 
newsmen to Washington and not 
in a direct communication with 
the Indian government. 

"What kind of diplomacy Is 
this? We are very annoyed,” the 
Indian official said. “A head of 
state accusing a head of govern- 
ment of breach of confidence can- 
not be done by spreading word 
of mouth. They can write to 
each other.” 

He told an American reporter 
that, "as far as I am aware, my 
government has not received any 
indication of your government’s 
anger." 

Although UB.- Indian relations 
are now strained, the Indian of- 
ficial characterized the United 
States as "a friend." 

He said that President Nixon 
and Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi “have been writing fairly 
frequently” but did not indicate 
whether communications between 
the two have continued since the 
war. 

Independence as Reality 
The official stressed that India 
considered the independence of 
East Pakistan, recognized by Mrs. 
Gandhi on Monday os Bangla 
Desh, a reality and indicated that 
talk of Indian troop withdrawals 
at this stage from the province, 
os demanded to the UN resolu- 
tion, was academic. 

However, he added, "when the 
resolution is communicated to us. 
we will consider it and to due 
. course . give a reply.” 

"As of today, Bangla. Desh 
emergence Is a reality,” the of- 
ficfcl added. . "Anyone who thinks 
this is a -figment of an I n dian 
dream Js mistaken. 

"Anyone who thinks a solution 
can be arrived at without par- 
ticipation of the government of 
Bangla Desh is mistaken. There 
is no possibility of any interna- 
tional forum settling the problem 
without the participation of the 
representatives of Bangla Desh.” 

Escalation Seen 
He said that Indian border 
forces went into action against 
Pakistani units on Nov. 22 be- 
cause of an escalation from the 
Pakistani side. He said that these 
actions were treated ar local in- 
cidents. 

. The official said that Pakistan 
attacked on a wider scale on Fri- 
day and that 'the press and pub- 
lic opinion to America accepted 
that this was an unprovoked act 
by West Pakistan." 

Meanwhile, 500 university stu- 
dents demonstrated outside the 
U.S. Embassy here to protest UjS. 
policies toward India. 

They pasted up a statement on 
the embassy gate condemning the 
UJS. government as supporting 
Pakistani leaders in a campaign 
to suppress the Bangla Desh 
movement. 


Fr**s Wire Dispaichen 

NEW DELHI. Dec. 8.— India 
claimed today that its troops held 
all major towns in East Pakistan 
apart from Dacca and Chittagong 
and that Pakistani troops were 
falling back into the heart of the 
province. 

The Indian government ac- 
knowledged. however, that to the 
West its forces had been “very 
hard pressed" to the vital Chamb 
sector of Kashmir. 

“The Pakistani soldiers are 
withdrawing from all of the 
border areas in Bangla Desh 
'East Pakistan/ into the heart of 
the country.” the spokesman said. 

At the same time, Gen. Sam 
Manekshaw. India's chief of staff, 
-issued his second surrender call 
In two days, warning Pakistani 
soldiers In the East that warships 
were moving to block their escape 
by sea. 

"Should you not heed my ad- 
vice and surrender to my army 
and sltould you endeavor to es- 
cape, I assure you a certain fate 
awaits you," Gen. Manekshaw 
said in a radio broadcast. 

A spokesman said the Paki- 
stanis m the eastern wing seemed 
to be heading for Narayangaoj. 
five miles south of Dacca, and 
Barisal, another . river port 60 
miles to the south. The Indians 
bclipve the Pakistanis have river 
barges in which the desperate 
troops, might make a break for 
the open sea. 

India claimed a series of East 
Pakistan towns captured during 
the day. including rvm^iu.n on 
the Assam border, the river port 
of Daudkandi— only 22 miles from 
Dacca— and the important Junc- 
tion of Brahman b-aria. The 
spokesman said that Camilla had 
been abandoned by its entire 
garrison, as were the strongholds 
of Jassore and Sylhet yesterday. 

Defense Secretary KB. Lall 
said that all three towns were 
evacuated by Pakistani forces as 


Indian troops approached and 
that at Jcssore and Camilla large 
amounts of military equipment 

were abandoned. 

“There is a general withdrawal 
from all around the borders into 
the heart of East Pakistan.” Mr. 
Lall said. “It does not seem to 
be a planned withdrawal” 

In Kashmir, . the spokesman 
said, the Pakistanis launched a 
new attack on the east bank of 
the Tawi River today, 

“Our troops are very hard 
pressed,” he said. "This Is al- 


most an indefensible area. The 
attacking troops have the ad- 
vantage because of the terrain.” 

The Pakistanis have committed 
more than a division of infantry 
(more than 20,000 men) and three 
armored brigades to the battle 
of Chamb, he said, adding that 
strategic positions in the area 
have changed hands several times. 

While claiming that Pakistani 
losses were "massive.” he said 
Indian casualties were “moderate.”

UN Assembly Calls on India, 
Pakistan to Cease Fighting

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y„ Dec. 8 fWP).— The General Assembly 
adopted a resolution last night calling on India and P aki sta n to 
cease hostilities and withdraw their armed forces to their own 
sides of the borders. The vote was 104 to 11 with 11 abstentions. 
The resolution was. essentially the same as- the one the Soviet 
Union vetoed to the Security 
Council Sunday. The Council 
voted late Monday night to send 
the question to the assembly 
under the "united-Ior-peace” 
resolution originally used to deal 
with the Korean War to 1950 — 

•after two Soviet vetoes and the 
threat of a third 
The assembly has neither a 
veto nor the power to -make Its 
-resolutions compulsory. 

While 57 speakers expressed 
their countries' views. Indian 
troops and Bangla Desh guer- 
rillas moved toward making the 
People’s Republic of • Bangla 
Desh & fact on the ground 
rather than -a fiction of dlplo- 
1 znacy. 

Sense of Urgency - 
Many delegates here expressed 
their fears at being confronted 
with a fait accompli, and the as- 
sembly continued without a din- 
ner break to show Its sense of 
urgency.

* “These bases were kept under 
attack till the early hours of this 
morning, ” according to the state- 
ment.

Submarine Attacked 

Meanwhile Radio Pakistan re-

and leaving without trouble. 

Radio Pakistan earlier reported 
that Indian warplanes killed at 
least 275 people in a raid on a 
township near Dacca Saturday.

But Refuses Safe-Conduct to UN Plane 

India Offers Copter for Europeans in Dacca 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 8 <AP). — 
India refused today to give safe- 
conduct for a third try to evac- 
uate civilians from East Pak- 
istan on a United. Nations trans- 
port plane, but offered to shuttle 
evacuees out aboard an- I ndian 
helicopter. 

A top Defense Ministry official 
told newsmen there was no point 
in granting a UN request for a 
six-hour safe-conduct period to- 
morrow for a four -engine C-130 
aircraft, because the runway at 
Dacca, the East Pakistan capital, 
has been damaged by Indian air 
attacks. 

An estimated 200 UN person- 
nel and foreign nationals are to 
Dacca, 

The Indians, say Pakistani 
authorities, refused permission for 
a UN transport to land Monday, 
and yesterday, a UN pilot turned 
back to Bangkok without land- 
tog at Dacca after radioing that 
there had been an explosion over 
the. city. . 

The official spokesman said 
Indian Defense Secretary K B. 
Lall, the top civil servant to the 


Defense Ministry, suggested to 
the UN representative in New 
Delhi, John McDiarmld, that the 
UN's C-130 be flown to Calcutta 
with a helicopter inside. Mr. Lall 
also offered the use of an Indian 
- helicopter for the evacuation. 

If Pakistani authorities in Dac- 
ca agreee, the helicopters could 
. shuttle the . civilians from Dacca 
to Calcutta, the spokesman said.

The electoral college— the joint 
houses of parliament and 58 dele- 
gates from Italy's 20 regions— will 
hold two ballots dally. Under the 
constitution #. two thirds major- 
ity — 672 votes— is required to win 
on the first three ballots, and a 
plain majority— 505 votes — on 
each later ballot. 

It is generally ruled out that 
any candidate can win on the 
three first ballots.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 CWP>.— 
Howard Hughes the billionaire 
recluse, lias written an auto- 
biography that will be published 
in March, it was revealed here ; 
yesterday. The book reportedly 
win include numerous pictures of 
the man who has not been photo- 
graphed in public for 14 yerim. 

Mr. Hughes, who is said to be 
in the Bahamas, told his life story 
in taped interviews with novelist 
Clifford Irving, asserting that "I 
believe that more lies have been 
printed and told about me than 
about any living man." 

Rights to the 1,000-page manu- 
script were bought by Mr. Irving's 
publisher, McGraw-Hill. It refus- 
ed to give details of the financial 
arrangements. 

How Mr. Hughes happened to 
pick Mr. Irving Is not known, but 
McGraw-Hill quotes Mr. Hughes's 
preface as saying, *T chose to 
work with Clifford Irving be- 
cause of his sympathy, discern-, 
ment, discretion, and, as X learn- 
ed. his integrity as a human 
being." 

Sells Magazine Article 

Mr. Irving, who has had five 
novels published, lives on Ibiza, 
off Spain. He has sold an article 
to Life magazine about his in- 
terviews with Mr. Hughes. 

Discussing the interviews, a 
spokesman for Time, Inc„ which 
publishes Life, said, “We’re certain 
They are authentic. Both McClmw. 
Hill and Time, Inc H have taken 
elaborate precautions." • 

The taping sessions all took 
place this year, a source reported. 


McGraw-Hill said they had taken 
place “over a period of many 
months In various motel rooms 
.and parked cars throughout the 
Western Hemisphere." Besides the 
tapes, the book contains letters, 
'memoranda, documents, legal 
testimony and "a raft” of photo- 
graphs of Mr. Hughes.

No Dotted Lines 

Mr. Hughes's preface says: "It 
was. never my Intention to cut 
along the dotted line and write 
a standard, polite autobiography. 
I believe that more lies have 
been printed and told about me 
than about any living man — 
therefore it was my purpose to 
write a book which would set the 
record straight and restore the 
balance. 

"Biographies about me have 
been published before— all of 
them misleading and childish. I 
am certain that In the future 
more lies and rubbish will appear. 
The words in this book-other 
than some of the questions which 
provoked them — are my spoken 
words. The thoughts, . opinions 
and recollections, the descriptions 
of events and personalities, are 
my own. I have not permitted 


Non-Combat 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 8 fDPI). 
— Fifty US. Army doctors in Viet- 
nam said today that most of the 
U JB. casualties they treat result 
from self-inflicted wounds, fight- 
ing among GIs, auto accidents. 
Jungle diseases and drugs— and 
not from combat. 

Their report— In the form of a 
letter addressed to “senators of 
the United states" — was read to 
the Senate by Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield, who said. "I am 
shocked by what I have read.” 

The Montana Democrat said 
the letter was signed by SO of- 
ficers in the Army Medical Corps 
who work at two of the biggest 
US. hospitals in Vietnam— the 3d 
Field Hospital in Saigon and the 
24th Evacuation Hospital in Long 
Binh, a Saigon suburb. 

The doctors appealed for an 
immediate and total withdrawal 
of UH. forces from Vietnam. 

‘See little Good* 

“We see little good coming from 
our endeavors to our servicemen, 
to our allies or to the Vietnam- 
ese" who "strongly feel the fight- 
ing and dying they know so well 
will end when the American 
forces leave this country and 
that our presence tends only to 
prolong their suffering."

—A federal judge yesterday 
upheld the government’s refusal 
to release the final four volumes 
of the Pentagon papers, which 
deal primarily with American 
diplomatic efforts throogh other 
governments to obtain the release 
of prisoners of war In Vietnam. 

H_S. District Court Judge 
Gerhard A. Gesell granted judg- 
ment far the government on 
lawsuits brought by two congress 
men and a journalism professor 
at the University of Missouri 
un d er the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act. 

Judge Gesell said that he had 
accepted the Defense Depart- 
ment's assertion that the mate- 
rial in the four volumes "could, 
if disclosed, result in serious 
damage to the nation by jeop- 
ardizing the international rela- 
tions of the United States." 

"The public's right to be in- 
formed cannot be transposed into 
a legal requirement that ah gov- 
ernmental papers will be auto- 
matically revealed," the Judge 
said. 

Judge Gesell ruled last June 
that The Washington Post was 
entitled to print articles based 
on the secret Pentagon study of 
the Vietnam War. because the 
government bad failed to show 
in court that such disclosure was 
a threat to national security. 

firmest Boling 

Legal observers regard Judge 
Geaell’s earlier opinions in the 
Pentagon papers case— when the 
Justice Department sought to en- 
join publication— as among the 
firmest in upholding strict inter- 
pretation of freedom of the press. 

On two occasions, he refused 
to stay his decision even momen- 
tarily while government lawyers 
sought review of them by the 
UJS. Court of Appeals here. 

But In today's decision. Judge 
Gesell drew a distinction between 
the main body of the Pentagon 
papers and the four “diplomatic" 
volumes, which never came Into 
the possession of the Post, The 
New York Times or other news- 
papers. 

His ruling also applied to dele- 
tions made by the Defense De- 
partment from the 43 other 
volumes of the papers, which 
were formally released last 
September after a high-level de- 
classification review. 

Those deletions, the govern- 
ment said in an affidavit recent- 
ly submitted to the court, fell 
into four categories: “information 
concerning tide United States’ 
military plans:” “information 
concerning joint planning of de-

“ American Activity in Upsurge 
On Battlefronts in Indochina 


SAIGON, Dec. 8 lUPI'i. — UH. 
jets dropped tons of bombs on 
Cambodia, killing more than 100 
Communists, and dodged Soviet- 
built missiles over Laos and North 
Vietnam in an upoirge of Amer- 
ican activity on Indochina battle- 
fields, military rsurces said to- 
day. 

The US. Command said an 
American armored patrol battled 
with a guerrilla band last night 
in rough underbrush 60 miles 
northeast of Saigon. Two Com- 
munists were reported killed and 
six Americans wounded. 

A communique said American 
helicopter gunships flying over 
the Mekong Delta yesterday at- 
tacked a Communist patrol spot- 
ted moving through the jungles, 
145 miles southwest of Saigon. 
Five Communists were reported 
killed without any UH. losses. 

Jets and Ships 

The communique said UB. Air 
Force jets and Navy destroyers 
bombarded suspected Communist 
troops and bunker complexes yes- 
terday and today from the Cen- 
tral Highlands to the Demi- 
litarized Zone. 

In Cambodia, 40 truckloads 
of troops were rushed seven miles 
to the south of Phnom Penh to- 
day, hours before fighting broke 
out near the capital’s main pris- 
on camp and a radio transmit- 
ter. 

It was the first time in the 
current dry season offensive that 
Communist troops had infiltrated 
into the area immediately south 
of the capital. Most of the fight- 
ing around Phnom Penh has 
been in the north and north- 
west. 

South Vietnamese troops also 
had their hands full in fighting 
in eastern Cambodia. In the 
biggest battle, the South Vietna- 
mese Command said a battalion 
of paratroopers and armored 
cavalry killed 20 Communists to- 
day in a clash two mfimt south- 
west of Dambe.

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Alienating India 


President Nixon’s declaration of "absolute 
neutrality" In the Indian-Paklstani conflict 
falls to conceal administration policies, which 
bave, In fact, been obviously biased In favor 
of the government of President Yahya Khan 
In Islamabad. 

During the eight months of repression In 
East Pakistan which led to the present 
international conflict on the subcontinent, 
Washington’s “neutrality” consisted of main- 
taining silence while Yahya's troops sup- 
pressed a freely elected autonomy movement 
In East Pakistan, were responsible for the 
death of thousands of Bengalis and forced 
irHiHnns more, mostly Hindus, to flee to India 
where their presence has posed a growing 
threat . to Indian political, economic and 
social stability. For many months the ad- 
ministration actually gave material support 
to this unconscionable repression by continu- 
ing to ship small amounts of military sup- 
plies to Islamabad. 

Admin istration officials argue, as a White 
House briefing emphasized Tuesday, that 
their public silence and the continuance of 
aid were designed to strengthen quiet efforts 
to promote a political settlement in East 
Pakistan that would bring peace and the 
return of the refugees. But there Is no 
evidence that President Yahya has tried to 
reach any accommodation with the Imprison- 
ed Sheikh Mujlbur Rahman and the other 


elected representatives who command the 
confidence of the overwhelming majority of 
Pakistan Bengalis. 

Having failed to condemn' the repression 
In East Pakistan, the United States has now 
flatly charged India with "major respon- 
sibility” for the resulting International 
conflict; having waited months to suspend 
arms aid to Pakistan, the administration 
has promptly suspended military and eco- 
nomic aid to India. 

This Is hardly “absolute neutrality"— even 
though It must be fully recognized that 
India is by no means guiltless In the actual 
outbreak of armed conflict, and, despite all 
the hypocritical and self-serving statements 
Issued from New Delhi almost dally, has 
been aggressively maneuvering against Its 
northern neighbor. There is plenty of blame 
to go all the way around. 

United States efforts at the United Nations, 
first In the Security Council and now In 
the General Assembly, have been aimed at 
bringing about a simple cease-fire and with- 
drawal of forces. Urgent and desirable as 
such action surely is, it cannot be practical- 
ly effective unless the United Nations and 
its leading members—especially the United 
States — are 'prepared at the same rime to 
recognize and attempt to deal with the root 
cause of rite problem In Pakistan.

A Promise of Trade With Russia 


Secretary of Commerce Stans’s mission to 
Moscow has brought closer the day when 
American businessmen, rather than Ameri- 
can officials, will be allowed to determine 
the level of East-West trade. But there's a 
long way to go and meanwhile important 
political barriers to expanded trade, as well 
as economic barriers, remain. 

For inst anc e. Congress has yet to give the 
President authority (and Mr. Nixon has yet 
to ask for authority) to reduce tariffs on 
Soviet exports to normal levels: Russia does 
not have “most-favored nation" status. Nor 
has Mr. Nixon exercised the authority, which 
Congress has given him. to let the Export- 
Import Bank finance American exports to 
the Soviet Union. Ahead lies the removal 
of these and other political obstacles, such 
as the still-long list of items proscribed as 
“strategic” and the requirement that Ameri- 

xnission just in order to bid. 

The President may. wish to save such mat- 
ters as fillips for his own trip to Moscow 
next May, or he may wish to bargain wjth 
them for Soviet concessions, such as pay- 
ment of the World Wax n Lend-Lease debt, 
granting of adequate facilities in Moscow to 
American trading firms, accession to the 
international copyright convention, and the 
like. We hope only that Mr. Nixon has not 
hurt his own bargaining position on these 
things by waiting to tackle them until hard 
times had built up great pressure in the 
United States to trade with Russia, and to 
trade now. 

As It Is, the potential of Soviet- American 
trade may be less than the heady atmosphere 
surrounding the Stans mission Indicates. 
The secretary is said to hope that trade will 
expand from the current $300 million total 
to as much as $5 billion a year In a decade. 
The one deal consummated while he was in 
Moscow, however, suggests some of the 
limitations. Some $60 million wurth of 


American mining gear was apparently bar* 
tered — not sold for money — for Soviet ores, 
a deal pointing up the hard fact that the 
Russians have never had much to sell that 
Americans wanted to boy. The recent sale 
of $135 to $190 million in feed grains Is 
promising but followups hinge on Soviet 
vagaries as well as on the American union 
and maritime pressures. Washington has 
Issued a round $1 billion worth of export 
licenses for equipment and data lor a Soviet 
truck plant, but an export license Is not a 
sale. It is a license to bid, and would-be 
American exporters must bid against Euro- 
peans and Japanese as well as against each 
other. The prospects of American capital 
and know-how being applied In a big way to 
development of Soviet natural gas, copper 
and other raw materials are, at the least, 
remote. 

_ Tf Instructive ...to note, that . Business 
International, the group which brought 100 

hungry American, businessmen to Moscow 
the other day, sponsored ah Identical trip 
as long ago as November, 1964. he earlier 
group (like the current one) met a gracious 
Premier Kosygin; their mouths began to 
water. The United States then began bomb- 
ing North Vietnam and seven years of 
American trading potential went down the 
drain. 

Perhaps It Is enough at this point that 
the political restraints which so long bound 
East-West trade have been thrown off to 
the extent that they have. For trade can 
serve not only the economic advantage of 
Its partners. It can help build a common 
stake In continuing good political relations. 
Trade will not “mellow” Moscow, any more 
than it will cause us to slacken our grip on 
our own political goals. But It can reinforce 
In the overall Soviet- Am eric an relationship 
a civilizing variety of mutual interests and 
ties;

Indian-Pakistani War 

It is not the first time that two countries 
at war affronted each other by proxy of 
big powers in the Security Council but It is 
the first time that the privileged spokesmen 
of the two belligerents are the two biggest 
socialist states In the world. While bloodshed 
was under way along Indo-Pakistani fron- 
tiers, the endless debates have evidenced the 
helplessness of the organization which, in 
the mind of United Nations founders, was to 
watch over peace everywhere and to enforce 
it if necessary. 

The member states have demonstrated 
once again that the putting to fire and 
sword of a continent — even the most desti- 
tute on earth — Is not enough to make them 
agree on the elementary minimum, which a 
cease-fire appeal would have been. The only 
surprise In the Security Council actually 
came from China. When the United States 
was still doing Its utmost to postpone in- 
definitely the day when Peking could sit 
there. It was scarcely imaginable that China 
yrould make itself conspicuous by voting 


with the Americans and furthermore reserve 
Its first veto for the Soviet Union. 

The Chinese had at least ethics on their 
side In denouncing the cynicism of invoking 
the people's right to self-determination in 
the case of Bangla Deah— as the Soviets do 
—and denying the Czechoslovak people the 
same right.

U NITED NATIONS, N. Y.— The 
old venomous Cold War rheto- 
ric is back again at the United 
Nations— this time between Am- 
bassadors Jacob MaHk of the So- 
viet Union and Huang Hua of 
China — but somehow even the 
vindictive daily slanging matches 
between the Communist giants 
seem a little out of date. 

The nations have changed since 
the days when Nikita Khrushchev 
could pound his shoe on a desk 
at the General Assembly and send 
a shudder through the world. The 
Tinmmi tragedy of the Indian- 
Pakistani war is so frnn|pnMt that 
ine .spxtexui exenanges between 
the Communist ambassadors em- 
barrassed even their own sup- 
porters, and didn’t even get much 
space in the press. 

This was not because Malik and 
Huang Hua have lost the art of 
diplomatic billingsgate. They 
were both eloquently provocative. 

Invective 

Malik referred in the Security 
' Council the other night to “the 
low level to which, the traitors to 
socialism on the Chinese side have 
fallen.” He complained that "the 
Chinese representative ( Hu a ng 
Hua), with his vicious, pathologi- 
cal slander against the Soviet 
Union, Is aspiring... to the role 
of an imperialist jester. He is 
anrnrfng the imperialists with his 
malicious yin-nder against the So- 
viet Union.” 

But the fact is that the *Tm- 
perialista” — If M aine rw A an fr the 
delegates from the United States, 
Britain, Prance and the rest of 
the Western world— were not 
"amused” by the verbal brawl In 
the Security Council. 

They were saddened, by it, for 
suddenly the ideological conflict 
between Moscow and Peking 
threatened to overwhelm the 
urgent business of stopping the 
war between India and Pakistan 
and make a mockery of the UN’s 
peace mission in the process. 

There are obviously wide and 
deep differences between the Com- 
munist and the Don-Co mmunist 
nations, but the days are long 
past since Washington took plea- 
sure in the alarming ideological 
and t err it o rial differences between 
the two major Communist na- 
tions. 

Moscow has a million armed 
men along the Chinese border, 
confronting a Chinese force at 
least that size, and officials in 
Peki n g talk openly about the 

possibility of a Soviet attack on 
China and point to the under- 
ground air raid shelters in the 
Chinese cities as evidence of their 
concern. In this situation, no- 
body at the UN is very “amused” 
to find the Slno-Soviet differences 
suddenly erupting In the Securi- 
ty Council and thereby not only 
Interfering with the efforts to 
end the Indo-Pakistani war, but 
seriously increasing the tensions 
between Moscow and P eking. 

The Chinese are an interesting 
study in this debate, and Huang 
Hua Is no jester. They did not 
expect to be sitting in the Securi- 
ty Council at this session, and 
have not been here long enough 
to adopt the normal UN tech- 
niques of polite pretense. In fact, 
they seem determined not only 
to challenge the Soviet Union's 
expansionist policies in the Indian 
Ocean, but in the Middle East, 
the Mediterranean, and In Eu- 
rope as well, and to demonstrate 
that they are not deceived by 
Moscow's diplomatic strategy and 
not intimidated by Moscow's 
power. 

China's position is clear enough. 
It knows that the Pakistani gov-, 
eminent was savage In its repres- 
sion of the East Pakistani rebels, 
though it sags vag little about

W ASHINGTON. — -The virulence 
of a private attack an Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy by a deputy 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee late last week 
has left same powerful Repub- 
lican politicians chagrined and 
others infuriated. 

Employing language seldom 
used even In the heat of an elec- 
tion campaign, deputy national 
chairman Lyn Nofzlger lashed 
into Kennedy In a private memo- 
randum distributed to Republican 
congressmen as follows: 

“The fact that a man with 
Senator Kennedy’s record of 
cheating, of lying, of cowardice 
and of Ignoring the law could 
have the gall to level personal 
attacks against (President Nixon) 
never ceases to amaze me.” 

Nofidger’s memorandum ap- 
peared an the desks of many 
Republican members of Congress 
last Thursday under the' official 
.imprimatur of thf na.'Hnnai com- 
mittee. - Significantly, however. 
Sen. Robert Dole of Kansas, 
chairman of the committee, and 
some top aides of President Nixon 
emphatically told us they not only 
had not approved the diatribe 
against Kennedy but did not 
know about It in advance. 

Mare Important, some party 
leaders in Cotigress and so*"* 
political operatives close to Mr. 
Nixon privately denounced the 
Nofzlger assault as all but cer- 
tain to boomerang against the 
Republicans and build sympathy 
for the brother of the murder- 
ed John and Robot Kennedy. 
-To these Republicans, moreover, 
Nofzlger’s brass-knuckle attack 
signalled a consensus within the 
Republican party that Kennedy 
is a far stronger prospect today 
to be the' Democratic presidential 
nominee than at any time 
the Ch&ppaqulddlck tragedy. 

Nofriger, who heads the nation- 
al committee’s political propagan- 
da and publication* ** 1 ^ j, a 


tough, clever and irrepressible po- 
litical operative who gave up 
newspaper reporting to handle 
Ronald Reagan's gubernatorial 
campai g n in 1966. He joined Mr. 
Nixon’s White House staff in 1969 
and the national committee in 
1971. 

An expert in the arts of pro- 
paganda. Nofzlger has titillated 
political Washington by using the 
national committee's weekly pub- 
lication “Monday" as a platform 
for flogging Democrats in an ag- 
gressive, irreverent and sometimes 
amusing way. 

Crescendo 

But Nofziger’s crescendo of 
attacks on Kennedy recently • 
reached a point where some Re- 
publicans started complaining 
that he was hitting .below the 
belt. frt his memorandum to 
congressional Republicans, Nof- 
ziger refers to these protests and 
states: “Personally, I am at a 
loss to understand, the objections 
in light of Sen. Kennedy's at-' 
tacks on President Nixon.” 

Proceeding to attack Kennedy 
as a cheater, a liar, a coward, 
and a law-breaker, Nofzlger then 
quoted nine specific Kennedy 
attacks on Nixon policies ranging 
from the President's, handling at-' 
campus unrest to his recent Su- 
preme Court nominations. 

“I think the public needs to - 
be reminded from time to time 
what kind of a man it is who 
makes such attacks," Nofziger’s 
memo said. That is what we by 
to do.” 

But without exception, party 
politicians we talked- to took 
major exception to Nofziger's 
strategy as “overidll,” drastically 
“premature,” and as bad politics 
that could well’ boomerang against 
the Republicans.

Shots Kill Belfast Man, Wound Girl

BELFAST, Dec. Gunmen 
killed a parttime soldier and 
wounded his 10 -year-old daughter 
tonight in the second murder of 
an Ulster Defense Regiment 
trooper within 24 hours, the Brit- 
ish Army said. 

A spokesman said Sean Rus- 
sell had been shot to death by 
two gunmen when he answered a 
knock at the front door of his 
home In Ballymurphy. a Belfast 
suburb. His daughter, standing 
behind him. was shot in the leg. 

“The killing has all the hall- 
marks of an IRA execution," the 
spokesman said, ref er r in g to the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army. 


The death here brought to 187 
the toll in Ulster's civil strife 
since August, 1969. 

The shooting followed a day in 
which mobs and gunmen roved 
the streets of Belfast and .Lon- 
donderry, and shootings, bombings 
and rioting that left four Brit- 
ish soldiers wounded, the army 
said. 

A spokesman said bombs had 
badly damaged six buildings and 
critically injured an elderly man, 
who was buried undo* tons of 
rubble in one blast.

China A-Fallout 
Detected in U.S. 

LAS VEGAS, Nev„ Dec. 8 (AP). 

- Traces of radiation believed to 
be' from a recent Red Chinese 
nuclear blast have been detected 
at 48 sampling stations in right 
Western states, the Western 
Radiological Laboratory has re- 
ported.

By Theodore Shabad 
MOSCOW, Dec. 8 QJYTi.— The 
soft landing of a Soviet instru- 
mented capsule on Mara, though 
only partly successful, was hailed 
here today as a technical feat 
that "opens up broad prospects 
tor future flights” to the planet, 
Closcup photography of Mars 

Obtained in 1969 during fly-by 
missions of the UJ5. spacecraft 
Mariner-6 and Mari ner-7 was 
given credit by the Russians In 
the planning of their Mara mis- 
sion. The United States does not 
expect a soft lnnHiwf attempt, by 
» Viking spacecraft, before 1976. 

Soviet science commentaries, 
while detailing the design prob- 
lems that had to be overcome, 
shed no further light on the pos- 
sible cause in the abrupt cessa- 
tion of data transmission from 
the television-equipped lander 
after ft had reported contact with 
. the Martian surface. 

The capsule was released last 
Thursday from the spacecraft 
Mars-3, 900 miles above the sur- 
face of Mars, as ft was about to 
swing into a long elliptical orbit ' 
around the planet after a six- 
month Journey from earth. 

Tremendous Significance’ 

An astronomer, Dr. Mikhail Y. 
Marov, writing in Izvestia, the 
government newspaper, described 
these operations and, particularly, 
the transmission of the short- 
lived video signal from the Mar- 
tian surface as being "of tremen- 
dous scientific significance." 

The experiment with Mara-3 
showed,” he wrote, "that the fun- 
damental approach used In the 
landing and In the design of the 
descent apparatus had been cor- 
rect, and this opens up broad 
prospects for future flights to 
Mars and for exploration of the 
planet." 

Martian Temperatures 
Al thoug h articles in th<» con- 
trolled Soviet press malntalnorf 
secrecy on the design of the cap- 
sule that landed an Mars, a rough 
picture could be assembled from 
scattered references to its ap- 
pearance and the problems that 
had to be resolved.

■pARIS UHT). — It would prob- 
abiy not occur to' many per- 
sons to list ambergris as a food. 
Today they would be right. But 
ambergris has not always been 
safe from the omnivorous human 
being, and indeed I can remem- 
ber a time when it was still being 
consumed. 

Ambergris was for long a mys- 
terious substance, and In a way 
still is. for there is disagreement 
about Sts exact nature. Man had 
been intrigued for centuries by 
an unexplained fatty substance 
found floating on warm ocean 
waters or thrown up on beaches. 
Opaque and ash-colored, usually 
marbled with whitish, blac ki s h 
grayish or even yellowish hues, 
it the consistency of wax. 

was inflammable. It was Insipid 
In taste for those who had the 
courage or the curiosity to bite 
Into it and find that it stuck to 
the teeth, and exuded an odor. 
Intensified by heating, described 
by some as strong but agreeable, 
and, by others, as nauseating. 

The napv* of ambergris (some- 
times spelled, by folk etymology, 
ambergrease) was given to this 
substance, but only in 1783 did a 
French scientist discover where 
it came from. On the basis of 
reports from whalers who had 
cut their catches open and found 
in whale intestines lumps of am- 
bergris sometimes weighing as 
much as 108 pounds, the Fre n c h 
scientist described It as an excre- 
ment of the whale. Even today 
English-language authorities con- 
tinue to define It as a morbid con- 
cretion of the whale, sometimes' 
attributed to the bile. But French 
savants, who seem to take a par- 
ticular interest in ambergris, have 
pointed out that it is found only 
in those species of whales, par- 
ticularly the sperm whale, for 
which an important part of the 
diet is the calamary, or giant 
squid. They postulate plausibly, 
therefore, that ambergris is the 
black material of these a.n!m»ia_ 
which is indigestible for the whale 
and is therefore ejected, to be 
gathered subsequently byjman.

As a rrmrtirtne. it was pre scrib ed 
as an anti-spasmodic, a fortifier. 
apH an aphrodisiac. It was es- 
teemed on the last count by the 
ancient Persians, who ate l o z e nges 
of powdered ambergris, ru b l e s, 
pearls and gold, an expensive 
remedy for an Inexpensive condi- 
tion. The Romans, more eco- 
nomically, chewed pastilles flavor- 
ed with ambergris minus the 
precious Ingredients, which they 
called avunculus Cy price — the 

aunts of Venus. Ambergris is still 
considered a powerful aphr odisia c 
In the Orient, where it is often 
added to coffee. A dose of three 
grams Is proposed as enough to 
produce the desired effect, which 
is three times the amount con- 
sidered sufficient in the West. 

The 17th century was the hey- 
day of ambergris as an aphrodi- 
siac In France. Madame du Barry 
perfumed herself with it on the 
theory that It would help her 
retain the affection of Louis XV. 
Frenchmen doubtful about th ei r 
amorous capacities nibbled choco- 
lates containing ambergris. In 
the following century the Marf- 
chal de Richefien, a gourmet and 
a Don Juan, son of the nephew 
of the cardinal, chewed amber- 
gris lozenges constantly, provok- 
ing Voltaire into composing a 
quatrain which might be translat- 
ed Into English doggerel thus: 

“ Ambergris with your lord arid 
garlic with your lamb 

Are on your supper menu for 
tonight. 

When RiaheSeu enters your 
bedroom, Madame, ■ 

Harden your heart and hold 
your nostrils tight." 

The tonic virtues of ambergris 
were vaunted by no less an au- 


thority *y<vn Brillat-Savarin, who, 
though a lawyer; dpwii-ri in medi- 
cine and Eked to spend his time 
with doctors, (he was not yet 
known as a gourmet, for “The 
Physiology of Taste" was publish- 
ed anonymously, and his author- 
ship of tt was only admitted 21 
years after his death). :He.may 
have been right. Though the 
potency of ambergris as a direct 
aphrodisiac may be doubted 
(there are few*. If any, real aphro- 
disiacs, but eating well in gen- 
eral disposes spirit and body to 
pass from' the pleasures of the 
table to those of the bed); the 
doctors of the times possibly had 
empirical reasons for valuing it 
as a fortifier. 

Hysterical Women 

It was held that the odor of 
ambergris was intolerable to hys- 
terical women, . as, indeed. It was 


also to many persons of .perfect - 
health and nervous eqtfi^tclum. 
That it had some other qualities, 
would seem to have been tmpUo- 
ltay admitted* unwarily, -.-'by ini--

La Scala’s Memorable 6

J^pLAN, I)ea On re- 

reading tiie. score of his 
“Simon Booeanegra” in 1880, al- 
most a quarter-century after its 
first performance, Verdi said, "It 
is too sad,' too desdlate.” Shortly 
thereafter, he had the libretto 
recast by Boito and revised the 
music, but the opera is still a 
gloomy work. 

A great gloomy masterpiece 
and difficult to stage success- 
fully, La Scala chose “Simon Boc- 
canegra” as the first work for 
the current season, which began 
last night with a superb produc- 
tion. magnificently sung and con- 
ducted. Maestro Claudio Abbado 
obviously loves this music: He 
allowed its potent, heart-rending 
drama to unfold slowly, at its 
own pace. There are, of course, 
stylistic discrepancies between 
the 1857 music and the music 
Verdi added in the 1880s, but 


Abbado did not try to cover -up 
or rush through the simpler pas? 
sages— the bright little march 
tunes, for. example— and his read- 
ing of the first act, with its tender . 
love duet and the gentle scene in 
which father and daughter rec- 
ognize each other, w«a as con- 
vincing as his majestic* grand 
council chamber scene. 

In dark and brooding sets by 
Ezio Frigerio (who also created 
the handsome costumes), Giorgio 
Strehler arranged a tense and 
moving production. This is Verdi’s 
most “political" opera.. The rival- ; 
ry between Boccanegra and Fiasco 
is a rivalry of class, and Strehler 
rightly under lined this .theme,, 
summing it up at the end, 'when 
the dying Simon takes off his 
ornate doge’s mantle* handing it 
to his successor Adorno, to put 
on a humble cape, borrowed from 
one of the anosymour populace, 
gathered: to witness the leader's 
death.

With the possible exception of 
football coaches, congressmen are 
the most timorous creatures of 
woods and field. Ordinarily they 
haven’t the stomach to challenge 
anything as popular as baseball, 
but the climate is changing. The 
arrogant self-interest of the men 
who own baseball and their 
cynical disregard far the commu- 
nities whose support they solicit 
have worn patience perilously thin. 

Or Else 

A grasp of congressmen (that’s 
a small clutch) Dew out to Phoe- 
nix, Arlz„ with a warning that 
they were running short of pa- 
tience. They brought word that 
they and most of their colleagues 
were unhappy about the Washing- 
ton team's move to Dallas-Fort 
Worth. They said there'd better 
be a team, to Washington by 1973, 
or else. 

Or else, they meant. Congress 
could put an end to baseball's 
exemption from anti-trust law. 
Baseball would then have to 
operate like any other business, 
no longer privileged to own em- 
ployees outright and swap then 
around like bubble gum cards. 

A serious congressional Investi- 
gation could get into sensitive 
areas. For example, the American 
League has never given a public 
accounting of its exploration of 
the Northwest Passage. Bowing 
to political pressure, the league 
put a franchise to Seattle for one 
year, bombed out there, and 
Jumped to Milwaukee. Did the 
men who failed to Seattle make 
a mfliinn on fb q sale to Mil- 
waukee? 

As if that caper weren’t enough, 
the American League was scan- 
dalously remiss in Washington. 
It permitted Bob Short, an under- 
financed promoter with political 
clout, to buy the Senators on a 
shoestring and mismanage the 
franchise into debt. Over his field 
manager’s opposition, he traded 
away the key players, destroying 
the team as a box office attrac- 
tion. 

As a reward for this perfor- 
mance, the league gave Bob Short 
the potentially rich DaHas-Fort 
Worth territory, betraying a city 
that waa supporting baseball when 
Texans were talking Spanish, 

The Texas Rangers expect to 
have all in readiness for the 1972 
season. 'The only thing I can 
see stopping us," says Joseph 
Burke, the team’s vice-president. 
“Is an act of God, and I think 
He'g on our side." 

.Evidently Burke has sources of 
information not open to everyone, 
but there has been no public an- 
nouncement of the Deity’s posi- 
tion. The closest thing to that 
has been Richard M. Nixon's 
statement that from now on he’s 
rooting for the California Angels.

Not only did that 
set a single-game rushing record 
for the 51 -year-old National Foot- 
ball League, but It also projected 
26-year-old William Henry Ellison 
of Houston into the category of 
something special. 

In the last two seasons, Ellison 
was just another running back on 
the Rams’ bench, a reserve 
behind Ttomzny Mason, Les 
Josephson and Larry Smith. The 
new coach. Tommy prothro, dis- 
covered him at the movies. 

Td been told about all the 
mistakes EUison made," said 
Prothro. "I kept looking at the 
movies and I didn’t see them. He 
looked like the best bade on the 
field to the fUm.” 

Ellison holds no rancor toward 
George Allen, his former coach. 

"I tried to do a good job but 
there was always something that 
didn’t satisfy tom.”

Sunday's achievement opened 
up two hitherto unimaginable 
goals for Ellison: leading his con- 
ference, if not the league, to 
rushing and gaining over 1,000 
yards.

The previous record for a work 
by Fragonard was £312.000, paid 
In New York in 1961 for a por- 
trait of a young girl reading, en- 
titled “La Liseuse."

r boned and highly cultivated Frenchman who played an 
Important role on the fringes of -the history of art of .this 
century. Sent to New York on a military mission during World 
War I. he became a lifelong friend of Marcel Duchamp. He 
helped launch Brancusi, boxed with Braque, wa* a Xzlend of 
Satie and a very early collector of Picassos. 

“He had great Jove for the human species." tbe late French 
author Jean Paulban said of Roche. “He was a very well 
brought up spider, a perfect spider." 

•“If having taste is a metier, that was Roche's metier," says 
the film director Francois Truffaut. 

Roche kept a diary and published occasional articles on the 
arts and a pseudonymous book in 1921. He also for a while 
taught gymnastics and French. Suddenly in 1953, at the age of 
74. he published an autobiographical novel, “Jules et Jim." which 
was followed three years later by another autobiographical 
work, “Deux Anglaises et le Continent." 

Roche lived to see still photographs of Jeanne Moreau who 
played Catherine in “Jules et Jim" but he died in 1959 before 
Franqois Truffaut's film version came out. The film was an 
enchantment, surely one of the most captivating movies ever 
made. Now Truffaut has made a film of “Les Deux Anglaises 
et le Continent." which opened in Paris last week. 

“Jules et Jim" tells of a woman who' happily loves two men 
(the character of Jim is agreed to be based on Roche > ; “Les Deux 
Anglaises et le Continent" tells of a young man iHochg) who 
loves two English sisters and loses them. Comparisons between 
the two films are Inevitable, especially ns in “Deux Anglaises" 
Truffaut has added a scene in which the hero publishes his first 
book, a transposed version of his affair with the two sisters, 
called “Jerdme et Julian." 

But “lies Deux Anglaises et le Continent” is no “Jules et 
Jim." Nor. says Truffaut, is it supposed to be, though both 
films are hymns to love and to life. “Jules et Jim." he says, is 
more concentrated, while "Deux Anglaises" is the opposite, a 
story of failures, half starts and obstacles. 

Truffaut has said that he looks upon his characters in 
“Deux Anglaises" as if they were * Marcel Proust in love with the 
Bronte sisters," nnfl he has given one of the girls, the robust 
Anne who in the book marries another man and becomes a 
happy mother, a romantic death from tuberculosis. "I hap- 
pened to be reading a book about Emily Bronte at the time,” 
Truffaut explains. 

The love scenes are treated with Truffaut's usual tact and 
reticence. “I tried not to make a film on physical love but a 
physical film about love. I wanted every phrase, every sight to 
say I love you or I don't love you." Truffaut says. "In this pic- 
ture I wanted to squeeze love like a lemon.” 

The reaction of Paris critics has not been especially warm, 
but in general the French like Truffaut rather less than the 
Americans do. a circumstance that doesn't bother him a bit. 
“Each country likes foreigners better than the others. They 
like an artist separated from his context. When they get to 
know him. when they know more about his life, judgment always 
becomes negative. I don't know why." 

Truffaut is short and dark and neat in a gray pullover. 
Seated in the office of his production company. F ilms le 
Carrcsse (named after Jean Renoir’s " Le Carrosse d'Or”>. he 
smokes a large cigar with the air of a young boy who has just 
filched it from his father’s bumidcr. He has a bright and hand- 
some face and a disarming way of breaking into laughter when 
something he says sounds over-earnest.

In Am erica he is admired not only for his skill but also for 
his humanity and tenderness— tbe same qualities* one has the 
feeling, that he is disliked for in France. He is expansive rather 
than hermetic; he is intelligent but not an intellectual. 

"My projerts are always simple to do and to understand 
There'S always a good base of melodrama,” Truffaut says. 

“A spectator may dislike my films or be upset by them, but 
he cant say be didn't understand. 

“I dont like the idea of making films for a limited public: 
You have to try to win over the spectators, there is a battle 
involved. You have to win them over by douceur.” 

Truffaut’s next film will be based on Henry Farrell's “Such 
a Gorgeous Kid Like Me.” He has abandoned Antoine Do in el. 
the partly autobiographical character who has been played by 
Jean -Pierre Ldaud since bis first appearance in “Les 400 Coups," 
but thinks he 'might revive Antoine one day. 

“Z have been thinking of a film in which Antoine has a sort 
of nervous crisis that makes him look back on his past and I 
would show flashbacks from the four Antoine Dolnel films. It 
could be interesting, but it's a little delicate because it's a 
project that people might find shocking — to make a film of 
which three quarters has already been done. It sounds a bit too 
clever, but it may be worth trying." 

Truffaut recently tried an Interesting experiment with 
“Les 400 Coups,” his great success of 1959. He did some recut- 
ting, added scenes, changed the music which he had never liked, 
and re-released it. "It didn’t work,” he says. “I learned you 
cannot change a thing once it's done." 

Jean-Pierre Leaud stars again in “Les Deux Anglaises et Je 
Continent," along with two unknown English girls, Stacey Tra- 
de ter and Kika Markham. “I wanted the girls to be unknowns, 
it would have been terrible if one had been more known than 
the other,” Truffaut says. 

“An actor's fame is very important in casting. In ‘Jules et 
Jim' the celebrity of Jeanne Moreau and the relative obscurity 
of the two men helped the picture. 

"You have to think of the actor's reputation. “The Mlssis- 
sipl Mermaid' was a failure partly because I used Belmondo 
without thinking of his reputation as a sport if. and I used him 
as I would have used Jean-Pierre LAaud. 

“Another thing in that picture I should have used a voice- 
over for Belmondo. I Ye noticed that the public will question 
dialogue but never a voice-over commentary." 

Truffaut goes next to Canada to help launch “Les Deux 
Anglaises et le Continent.” Although he was in Los Angeles lor 
Interviews for his Hitchcock book and has made several visits to 
New York, he does not plan to go to the United States to promote 
his picture. 

“I hare such anguish with the English language, ".he says. 
“I must work on it some more. I plan to take six weeks of 
English lessons'— big puff on the cigar and a bigger grin— “at 
the end of 1972.”
